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Relax Wage 
Curbs; Set 
New Deadline 


WSB Allows All 
' Increases on, 
Before Jan. 25 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government today eased the wage 
freeze to permit all wages raises 
granted Jan. 25, or before, which 
apply to a pay period starting 
Feb. 9 or before. 


The action was taken by the 


Wage Stabilization Board by a 
•fcte of 6 to 3, with the three in- 
dustry members dissenting. 


The new order permits a wage 


increase of $1.60 a day for aboht 
400,000 soft coal miners which 
takes effect tomorrow. 


The announcement ol the regu- 


lation and three other wage orders 
clarifying the wage freeze was 
made by Board Chairman Cyrus 
Ching at a suddenly called news 
conference. 
•One of the new orders exempts 
state, county, and municipal em- 
ployes—but not federal—from the 
wage freeze. But the regulation 
•ays states and other governments 
which fix the wages of those em- 
ployes are "expected" to conform 
to the wage freeze and whatever 
other policy is laid down by the 
board. 


The board did not at this time 


announce a general formula under 
'•Jiich wages may be raised up to 
a certain percentage beyond some 
past date. That will come later. 


Earlier, Senator Byrd (D-Va) 


had spoken out against permitting 
wage increases agreed upon but not 
actually in effect before the gov- 
ernment imposed the freeze.

Embargoes on freight

announced by six roads in Chicago 
—two belt lines, the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, Northwestern, Illinois Cen- 
tral and New York Central. 


Claim Illness 


Some of the roads in Chicago 


said yard workers reported for 
duty this morning and left, claim- 
ing they were ill. 
-In Chicago, the Pennsylvania 


canceled three passenger trains, 
Up Hlinois,Central dropped 12 and 
the New York Central 13. 


Thousands of freight cars were 


standing idle in yards. 


In Philadelphia, the Pennsyl- 


vania said only a handful of freight 
crewmen were on duty. 


Declare Embargo 


The Terminal Railroad Associa- 


tion, in St. Louis declared an em- 
bargo on all freight, including 
industrial shipments, livestock and 
perishable goods. The association 
reported about 1,000 switchmen 
were off their jobs. Switch crews 
also were off duty on the Missouri, 
Kansas-Texas and Cotton Belt 
lines. 


In Washington, D. C, all 23 


crews — each made up of a con- 
ductor and two brakemen — failed 
to show up this morning at the 
Union station.

HOLLYWOOD—It was probably the most dilapidated 


looking Ford roadster ever seen before or since on Hollywood 
Boulevard.

otherwise known as Bing, who had just quit Gonzaga Univer- 
sity law school because, he had told his mother, "I'd rather 
sing than eat."

Destiny had great things in 


j^atore for the kid behind the wheel. 


He was the fourth of seven 


children—five boys and two girls 
—born to Harry Lowe and Kate 
Crosby in Tacoma, Wash. When 


Bing was five the family moved 
to Spokane. 


Because of the numerous chil- 


dren and Pop's small salary as a 
bookkeeper, there -wasn't much 
money. Bing got his first job, at 
12, chopping wood at $2 a week. 


But there was music at the 


Crosby home. There was an old 
Edison phonograph in the living 
room, Pop Crosby played the gui- 
tar, Mother Crosby played the 
piano and all the kids sang. 


In the fifth grade, Crosby made 


his acting debut—he was a jump- 
ing jack on a pogo stick. In high 
school, he was Mark Anthony in 
'Julius Caesar." The curtain fell 
and Mark, supposedly dead, rolled 
out of its way. He gave much 
better performances on the base-

Fade to Hollywood Boulevard 


in 1926 and that Ford chugging 
down the street— 


Rinker's sister, singer Mildred 


Bailey, was living- in Hollywood. 
She got Bing and Al their first 
singing job. Bing remembers: 


"We laid two big gooey eggs." 
There were other jobs. A year 


passed by. Not bad. Not good. 


Then one night in 1927 Paul 


Whiteman caught their vaudeville 
act and hired them as vocalists.

When Whiteman returned to 


California in 1929 for the movie,

popped up back in Hollywood at 
a night club with Gus Arnheim's 
orchestra, and moved with him to 
the Cocoanut Grove, at $175 a 
week each, in 1930.

It was at the Grove that Cros- 


by's name became box office. 
In 


September, 1930, he was saying 
"I do" to Dixie Lee. 
Then he 


quit Arnheim when he was re- 
fused a raise, and again was job- 
less and broke. 


That was the end of the Rhythm 


Boys and the start of a "new" 
Crosby. 
He hired his brother 


Everett (who gave up a truck- 
ing business) to manage his ca- 
reer. 


Bing Crosby, by 1931, was a 


"hot" commodity. 


He made 12 records at $125 


each for some quick honeymoon 
cash. 


Everett sold him to Mack Sen- 


nett for six. musical shorts, each 
based on a popular song, at $750 
a week. Remembers Mack: 


"Crosby was all hands, ears and 


hips. We taped back his ears be- 
cause they stuck out so far. One 
day the adhesive broke loose and 
Bing ripped it 
off swearing I 


wouldn't tape his ears again. I 
didn't."

Then came Xew York radio and 


the "Battle of the Crooners." 


Russ Columbo, violinist in Arn- 


heim's band, had turned singer 
and was the nation's No. 1 popu- 
lar radio crooner. Within a week 
after Bing and Everett arrived in 
New York, Bing had a $600-a- 
week (soon raised to $3500) sing- 
ing contract with CBS and a 
$1000-a-week contract for person- 
al appearances on the stage of the 
Paramount Theater, where he was 
carried out on a crane over the 
audience's heads to croon his love 
songs. He was a sensation—the 
biggest hit Broadway could re- 
member, the biggest 
hit radio 


could remember. 


The money started to roll in, 


and Bing. who had learned his 
lesson, kept telling Everett: 


"Put it in the bank before I 


spend it. Put it in the bank." 


SCHOOLBOY: In high school, 
Bing did better In baseball than 


In "Julius Caesar." 


Everett was way ahead of him. 
"Relax, kid, it's already in the 


bank." 


By 1932 Crosby was back in 


Hollywood for his triple chores 
—movies, radio and recordings. 
Paramount signed htm. to his first 
starring contract in 1932. 


No longer do they tape back 


his ears. 


His only concession to being a

CoUeges Can Take 'Fix' Out 


of Basketball 


The New York basketball scandal involving two youths 


from Manhattan college is about the seventh unearthed in 
the past few years. • 


When a sordid story like this keeps repeating itself, it 


seems fair to ask: What can we do about it? 
It's not enough to deplore the character weakness that 


leads an occasional young athlete to succumb to a bribe. 
Some of the coaches of eastern teams have been inclined to 
put the blame on this. One went so far as to describe the 
newest plot as a "crime of the times," adding: "We're living 
in a period of lawlessness." 


But we should at least explore the possibility that other 


facts have a bearing on these recurring scandals. 


One stand-out fact is that in recent years basketball has 


become much more of a spectacle than formerly. Rules 
changes that paved the way for high-scoring duels were a 
prelude. Then the sports promoters began taking the game 
off the campus and into the big arenas like Madison Square 
Garden, the Chicago Stadium and others. 


They couldn't have done this, of course, without the col- 


laboration of the colleges involved. The schools obviously 
were attracted by the lure of big gates. To some small in- 
stitutions, basketball became the same sort of provider that 
football is to big schools. 


Not only do the receipts help the schools defray other 


athletic costs; they add prestige and stature to these institu- 
tions and thus help their general revenues. 


Some of the.jbasketball contests have had all the flavor 


of football bowf fames: big intersectional matches between 
top teams from Coast to coast From the fans' viewpoint, 
this meant a great show. From the players' standpoint, ex- 
citement, travel, the test of the "big time." 


But all these good things have been bought at a consid- 


erable price. The game has become infected .with extreme 
commercialization. It has become an open invitation to big 
gamblers, and they have accepted the opportunity. The rec- 
ord of fixed games tells the tale. 


Some may argue that, now that gamblers have moved in, 


the game couldn't be recaptured from them even if big 
arena contests were barred and basketball returned to the 
campus. 


College authorities who first took the Army-Notre Dame 


football game out of Yankee Stadium and then canceled 
the series felt otherwise. They believed that going back to 
the campus would indeed be a discouragement to the gam- 
blers. 


It seems clear that putting a college sport into the cate- 


gory of a spectacle has the opposite effect Gambling in this 
field is unlikely to diminish so long as the great arenas are 
made the scene of major contests. 


When commercial exploitation of college athletes pro- 


ceeds to the point where scandal is almost commonplace, it 
is time for colleges to ask themselves whether the revenue 
benefits are not now outweighed by the destructive moral 
consequences.

rilous attack which persisted until Forrestal went out a window 
will be proven in reasonable time.

Senator McCarthy seemed to

Some- 
times he seemed to take little 
digs at the comrades. 
But were

Pearson's appeals for army com- 
missions for Communists during 
the war, without even intimating 
that they were Communists. His 
abuse of the war department for 
keeping them out of combat situ- 
ations where they could betray 
their commands to the Soviet 
enemy who was only half-hearted- 
ly pretending to be an ally. 


For contrast, Pearson hounded 


Robert Stripling, the most suc- 
cessful anti-Communist we ever 
had on Capitol Hill. He finally 
got Stripling snatched by his 
draft board and, after VJ-Day, 
tried to get him transported to 
Japan for a long stretch—away 
from Washington where he was 
turning up Communist traitors. 
Stripling was getting too hot. 


On April 14, 1943, Pearson laid 


on the line his own interpretation 
of the Soviet's attempt to make 
a satellite of Spain. Some .of us 
were honestly 
confused 
about 


Spain. She had grand traditions 
but her economy was down, her 
people were ragged and her aris- 
tocracy, the bravest cult of gen- 
teel people on earth by contrast 
with the raucous vulgarians of 
Washington 
and London, were 


brought to challenge. The Span- 
ish patriotic forces were called 
Fascists, a hated word. But the 
so-called Loyalists were actually 
the forces of Soviet Russia. 


This was a showdown between 


the Soviet's 
puppet forces in 


Spain and western civilization. 
The equation is now reproduced 
in Korea, with American young 
men dying in an ill-chosen field 
of battle. 


What had Pearson to say about 


that war? Remember, this great 
pundit is no sentimental essayist 
His "writing" is trash that would 
shame a backward child. He 
deals in rough-hewn facts. 
He 


is a prophet. 
Pearson knows. 


What did he know in April, 


1943? 


"Today, in the state depart- 


ment, many of the reactionaries 
will admit they made a tragic 
mistake in boycotting the Span- 
ish Loyalist government during 
the Spanish civil war." 


That was what he professed 


to know. This was 1943. The 


Americans were in North Africa. 
Pearson regretted that the So- 
viet foreign legions, so like the 
North Koreans and the Chinese 
Red hordes in Korea, had not 
swept down through Spain plant- 
ing the iron curtain on the coun- 
try which is now the last remain^ 
ing, stoutly anti-Soviet nation in 
Europe, dumping that fine aris- 
tocracy and the nuns and priests 
into mass graves like the pita 
which swallowed 15,000 Polish of- 
ficers, the flower of a nation's 
manhood, after the Soviet massa- 
cre of Katyn forest 


Who were the "reactionaries" 


in the state department? 


They were the despised "cookie- 


pushers," 
the 
"striped-pants^ 


boys by contrast with the fatuous 
Joseph E. Davies, who made a 
"mission" to Moscow and found 
Stalin the sort of man that chil-

Seize Chance to Even Score 


Discussion today of a reader's 


question draws out an old maxim: 
"Make hay while the sun shines." 


Q—The opponets need 120 for 


their first meld, and we need only 
50 points. We make our meld, and 
the opponents have trouble. Should 
we play for a fast out or should 
we play for a big score on such a 
hand 


A—Play for a big score. This Is 


your big chance to even matters 
up, so why settle for less? The 
chances are that yon and your 
partner can- each pick up a real 
fistful of cards, and that yon can 
then control the discard pile for 
the rest of the hand. 


This situation and the question 


remind me of a story about Can- 
field, owner of a famous gambling 
house a generation or two ago. He 
ran one game in which the "house" 
had very little advantage, and was 
asked why he bothered with it.

LAKE SUCCESS, (AP) — The 


United Nations political committee 
labelled Communist China an ag- 
gressor in Korea at an emotion- 
charged session late last night, but 
left wide open what new steps, if 
any, 
to take against the Peiping 


regime. 


Forty-four delegates including 


those of Britain, France, Canada, 
the Latin American states and all 
of America's Atlantic pact Allies, 
shouted "Yes" as their names 
were called. 


THANKS GOD 


"I thank God," said U. S. Dele- 


gate Warren R. Austin turning to 
embrace Britain's Sir Gladwyn 
Jebb. Jebb's last-minute support 
had swung many wavering coun- 
tries into line. 


Seven nations—India, Burma, 


Russia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
White Russia and the 
Soviet 


Ukraine—voted "No". Afghani- 
stan, Egypt, Indonesia, Pakistan, 
Sweden, Syria. Yeman and Yugo- 
slavia abstained. Saudi Arabia did 
not take part in the vote. 


Before the American triumph— 


marking the end of the hardest 
fight the U. S. ever has waged

the 
U. N.—the 
committee 


trounced paragraph by paragraph 
an Arab-Asian call for a new peace 
appeal to Peiping. It never got 
more than 18 approving votes. 


•March to Disaster* 


India's Sir Benegal N. Rau, who 


led the fight for its adoption, de- 
clared the Asian bloc had tried 
to halt what he termed the march 
to disaster. He said its defeat 
would cut off all negotiations with 
Red China. 


The security council is scheduled 


to meet today (at 9:45 a, m. CST) 
to take the Korean item off its 
agenda. This will clear the way 
for approval by the full general 
assembly, probably tomorrow, of 
the Amercian resolution. The U. S. 
delegation expects to pick up two 
or three more votes by then.

6. Calls upon all states and 


authorities not to help the aggres- 
sors. 


Incorporate Amendment 


The resolution as adopted in- 


corporated a Lebanese amendment 
into the second section to make 
clear that the collective measures 
committee should not recommend 
sanctions while a chance for a 
peaceful settlement exists. 


This answered objections by 


Britain, which had feared that 
passage without this qualification 
might have trapped the U. N. in 
all-out war with China. 


The chief importance of the 


resolution lies in its

Approximately five 
minutes later Mrs. Kihlstrom ask- 
ed her son, Carl, to call his father 
to dinner. The son found the body. 


He testified at the inquest to- 


day that he took his father's body 
down and applied artificial respi- 
ration in an attempt to revive 
Kihlstrom. Time of the hanging 
was placed at'12:30 p.m. 


Sheriff Charles H. Redebaugh, 


Chief Deputy John Stauffer and 
Coroner Robert Preston were call- 
ed to the farm two and one-fourth 
miles east of Harmon. The sheriff 
testified at the inquest.

State strip mine operators say

15,603 acres for pasturage. 


The figures are drawn from a 


20-year progress report made by 
the Illinois Coal Strippers associa- 
tion to the state conservation 
department.

Eighteen Illinois counties have 


46,703 stripped acies. Of these, 
26,849 acres have been improved. 


Illinois has about 80,000 more 


acres of underground minerals 
which can be mined by lifting off 
a thin earth cover and throwing 
it aside.

akes and turns drab landscapes 
nto attractive recreation areas for 
hunting, camping and fishing. 


State game department engi- 


neers recently reported that 1,500 
of 2,500 acres of water impounded 
on stripped areas are stocked with 
fish.. 


Some are open to the public, 


although permission is required 
n some cases.
